N ON -INTERN ATT ON AL CARRIAGE (PASSENGER 
AND BAGGAGE) REGULATIONS, 1980 

Tn exercise of the powers conferred by clause fg) of sub- 
jection (?) of Section 45 of the. Air _ Corporations Act, 
1953 (27 of 1953) as amended from time to time and in 
■"incrsesslon of the Indian Airlines non-international Cnrnnge 
(passengers and baggage) Regulations, 1973, the Indian 
Airlines, hereby makes the following Regulations relating 
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to the conditions of nonrinternational carriage (passenger 
and baggage), performed by the Indian Airlines namely : 

1. Short title and extent : 

(1) These regulations mav be called the Indian Airlines 
Non -International Carriage (Passenger and Baggage) Regu- 
lations, 1980. 

(2) It shall come into force from 19-7-1980. 

(3) These regulations apply to all non-international 
carriage of passengers and baggage. 

(4) These regulations do not apply to : 

(i) carriage of mails; 

(ii) carriage of goods; and 

(iii) carriage of employees of the Indian Airlines when 
they are carried for the purpose of performing any 
duties assigned to them by the Indian Airlines on 
the aircraft. 

2. Definitions 

In these regulations, unless (here is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context : 

(1) “Government” means the Government of India; 

(2) "Corporation" means the Indian Airlines; and 

(3) “Non-International Carriage” means carriage other 
than Tnternationtd Carriage as defined in the 
Carriage by Air Act, 1972. 

3. ( I ) The passenger ticket issued by the Corporation will 
be valid only for the service for which it is issued and shall 
not be transferable. 

(2) Tn th'e case of children under 12 years of age 
travelling unaccompanied the written consent of the legal 
guardian shall be required. 

(3) The Corporation reserves to itself the right, without 
assigning any reason, to cancel or delay the commence- 
ment or continuance of the flight or to alter the stopping 
place or places or to deviate from the route of the journey 
or to change the type of aircraft in uste without thereby 
incurring any liability in damages or otherwise to the 
passengers or any other person on any ground whatsoever. 
The Corporation also reserves to itself the right to refuse 
to carry any person whom it considers unfit to travel or who 
in the opinion of the Corporation may constitute risk to the 
aircraft or to the persons on board, 

4. If at any stage it is found that the aircraft with the 
booked load or passengers etc, will be cover-loaded, the 
Corporation will have the light to decide which passengers 
or articles shall be off-loaded and such decision shall be 
binding. 

5. The liability of the Corporation for damage sustained 
In the event of the death or wounding of a passenger, or any 
other bodily injury suffered by a passenger, or by his 
registered baggage during the course of carriage by air will 
be governed by tbe provisions of Section 4, 5, 6 and the 
rules contained in the second schedule of carriage by Air 
Act, 1972, with certain exceptions, adaptations, modifica- 
tions etc, as notified in the Government of India, Ministry 
of Tourism & Civil Aviation Notification No. AV.l 1012/5/ 
79-A dated 5-7-1980 published, in Part II Section 3 Sub- 
section (ii) of the Gazette of Tndia dated 19-7-1980. 

(a) In particular the Corporation is liable for damage 
sustained in the event of tbe death or wounding of 
a passenger or any other bodily Injury suffered by 
a passenger, if the accident) which caused tbe 
damage so sustained took place on board; the 
aircraft or in the course of any of the operations 
of embarking or disembarking, 

(b) Subject to the provisions of Sub-cluuse (c) below ; 

(i) Tn the event of death of a passenger, or any 
bodily Injury or wound suffered by a passenger 
which results In a permanent disablement 
incapacitating him from engaging In or being 
occupied with his usual duties or business or 
occupation, the liability of the Corporation 
for each passenger shall be Rs. 2,00,000/-, if 
the passenger is 12 or more years of age, and 


Rs. 1,00,000/- if the passenger is- below 
12 years of a.ge, on the date of the accident. 

(ii) Tn the event of wounding of a passenger or 
any bodily injury suffered by the passenger 
which results in a temporary disablement pre- 
whicb results in a temporary disable- 
ment preventing the injured passenger 

from attending to his usual duties or business 
or occupation, the liability of the Corporation 
for each passenger shall be limited to a sum 
calculated at the rate of Rs. 200/- per day, 
the period during which hte contlnuesl to be 
so disabled or a sum of Rs. 40,000/- which- 
ever is less. 

(c) Tf the Corporation proves that the damage was 
caused by or contributed to by the negligence of 
the injured person th'e Corporation will be liable 
to only such liability, in anv. as mav bo determined 
by a Court of T-nw, such liability, if any case, not 
exceeding that provided in sub-clause (b) above, 

fd) Subject to the provisions of Sub-clauae(e) below 
the Corporation is liable for damage sustained in 
the even; of the destruction or loss of or of damage 
to any registered and unregistered baggage, If the 
occurancc which caused the damage so sustained 
took pi a tie during the carriage bv air. The liability 
of the Corporation shall be limited to a sum Of 
Rs. 160/- per kilogram for registered luggage and 
Rs 1000/- (Rupees one thousand) in respect of 
entire unregistered baggage of which th'e passenger 
takes charge himself, 

(e) In the carriage of baggage the Corporation will not 
he liable if it proves that the damage was occasioned 
bv negligent pilotage or negligence in the handling 
of the aircraft or in navigation and that, in all other 
respects, it and its agents had taken all nedessary 
measures to avoid the damage or that it was 
impossible for it or them to take such measures. 

(f) The Corporation is not liable for damage 
occasioned by delay in th'e carriage by air of 
passengers or baggage. 

6 The obligation of the Corporation is expressly limited 
to *hc. journev between the airports of departure and d'esi- 
np.tion and shall not in any erent subsist previous or subse- 
quent thereto, and in particular, no part of any journey 
undertaken by the passenger, whether such journey be by 
land or water-borne previous nr subsequent to the carriage 
snccified on the ticket, shall be deemed to form part of such 
carriage. , , ' 

7. Thfc passenger shall comply with all Government Rules, 
regulations, promulgations or notifications for the time being 
in force as- may be Introduced from time to time, and shall 
fulfil all requirements of law «"d at present all exit or 
entry or other documents. Acquired by law and shall not be 
entitled to any refund of the fare paid in the event of non- 
performance of the journev arising out of any cause directly 
or Indirectly attributable to bis failure to comolv with such 
rules, rrmilntfons ct'~. of the Government or law. The pas- 
senger shall also observe the instructions of the Corpora- 
tion, its agents, servants or employees concerning all matters 
connected with the carriage, but no agent, servant or 
employee of the Corporation shall have authority to waive 
■any provision of these regulations. 

8. The Corporation shall not accept for carriage pas- 
senger’s property or baggage or both with a special declara- 
tion of value at delivery. 

9. The ticket issued by the Corporation shall be subject 
to the rules of cancellation made by the Corporation for the 
time being in force which may be seen at any office of the 
Corporation on request. 

10. Receipt without complaint, of registered baggage on 
the termination of the journey shall be prime facie evidence 
that the baggage has been delivered correctly and in good 
condition. 

11. Any action to inforce liability against the Corporation 
may be brought by a duly authorised representative of the 
passenger or by any person who would be the legal heir 
of the passenger according to law. But only one action 
shall be brought in respect of the death of any one passenger 
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and every such action by whomsoever brought shall be for 
the benefit of mil. entitled persons.

Tn exercise of the powers conferred by clausc(g) of Sub- 
section (2) of Section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 
1954 (27 of 1953) as am'endcd from time to time and in 
supersession of the Indian Airlines Non-international Carriage 
of Cargo (other than Baggage and Mail) Regulations, 1973, 
as amended from time to time the Indian Airlines, hereby 
makes the following Regulations relating to the conditions 
of non-international carriage of cargo (other than baggage 
and mail) performed bv the Indian Airlines, namely : 

1. Short title : 

(a) These regulations may be called the Indian Airlines 
Non-Tntcmational Carriage of Cargo (other than 
baggage and mail) Regulations, 1980, 

(b) It shall come into force from 19-7-1980. 

2. Definitions 

Tn these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant In 
the subject or context : 

(t) “Government" means the Government of' India; 

(2) "Corporation" means the Indian Airlines; 

(3) "Non-International Carriage” means carriage 
other than international carriage as defined in the 
Carriage by Air Act, 1972; 

(4) "Cargo" in this context will not include baggage 
and mail: 

(5) “Air Waybill” means “Air Consignment Note"; 

(6) "Shipper" means “Consignor"; 

(7) “Carriage" means “Transportation”; 

(8) “Carrier” means the carrier (that is the Indian 
Airlines) issuing the Air Waybill; and 

(9) For the purposes of the exemption from and limi- 
tation of liability provisions s'etforth or referred to 
in the Air Waybill, “Carrier’" includes agents, 
servants or representatives of the carrier. 

3. fa) Carriage hereunder is subject to the niles relating 
liability established by the Carriage by Air Act, 1972 
(69 of 1972) as extended to non-international carriage with 
certain exceptions, adaptations and modifications vide 
Government of Tndia, Ministry of Tourism and Civil 
Aviation Notification No. AV.

12. No agent, servant or representative of the Corporation 
has authority to alter, modify or waive any provision of the 
Air Waybill. 

13. The Operator/Carrier shall always be entitled to open 
up the consignment to ensure the correctness of its contents 
subject always to it being clearly understood thait by doing 
so the Ope rator /Carrier shall not undertake any responsi- 
bility or liability for any contravention of Rule 8 of Aircraft 
Rules 1937 by the Consignor for which the Consignor alone 
shall continue to be liable.

Sub : — Audit of the accounts of the Bar Council of 
India for the year ended March 31, 1980. 

We have completed the audit of the accounts of the Bar 
Council of India for the year ended 31st March, 1980, and 
are pleased to enclose four copies of the Balance Sheet as 
at 31st March, 1980 together with the Income and Expendi- 
ture Account for the year ended on that date. These 
accounts may be approved by the Executive Committee and, 
sent to us for oar certification. Our observations on the 
accounts are placed here under : — 

1. WORKmC RESULTS 

Excess of Income over Expenditure during the year, as 
shown by the Income and Expenditure Account amounted 
to Rs. 1,68,296,44 as compared to Rs. 2,49,918.82 in the 
previous year. 


2. ENROLMENT FEES U/S 46 

(a) In some cases, given below the State Bar Councils 
had not submitted copies of their certified' audited accounts. 
Under th’e circumstances, we were unable to verify the 
amounts due from them.

All the above state Bar Councils, excluding the Bar 
Council of Delhi, had liquidated their outstanding till the 
date of audit. A sum of Rs. 10,000/- was still due from the 
Bar Council of Delhi towards fees for the year 1979-80. 

(c) During the year, advance fees amounting to 
Rs. 1,58,650/- were received from the Bar Council of 
U.P. 


An amount of Rs. 5,250/- received in advance from the 
Bar Council of Orissa in the previous year, remained un- 
adjusted during the year. 

3. ADVANCES Rs, 81,296.55 

This includes the sum of Rs. 42,030.00 paid towards the 
cost of land allotted to the Council, in 1968 remained 
unadjusted due to the non-execution of the lease deed. 


It also includes a sum of Rs. 39,266.5 5 consisting of 
Advances awaiting adjustment towards T.A. and DA. On 
31st March, 1978 and on 31st March, 1979, the advances 
awaiting adjustment on this account amounted to Rs. 4,361.50 
and Rs. 2,053.75 respectively. 

It has been explained to us that the large outstanding in 
due to the advances given for meeting expenses with respect 
to meetings held in the month of April and also due to non- 
adjustment of advances given for meetings held] in the last 
few month sof the accounting year 1979-80. 

4. INCOME TAX 

During the year assessment proceedings for the assessment 
years 1976-77 aud 1977-78 were completed and the Council’s 
liability to tax for the two years amounted to Rs, 2,23,739/- 
against which advance tax paid was Rs. 1,22,409/-. The 
Balance payment of Rs. 1,330/- was made during 1980-81. 

Wc have been told that an appeal against the assessment 
has been filed before th’e A.A.C. In view of the decision of 
the Bombay High Court (in the case of Bar Council of 
Maharashtra vs. Commissioner of Income-lax) that a Bar 
Council is a body constituted for general public utility and 
hence the entire income of such a body will be exempt from 
tax as per the provisions of Section 11 of the Income-tax 
Act, 1961. 

The assessment proceedings for the assessment years 
1975-76 and 1978-79 were still pending on the 31st of March, 
1980. We have been given to understand that the same 
have also been completed subsequently. 

5. ESTABLISHMENT EXPENSES : Rs. 2,02,604.77 

The above amount relating to salaries paid to staff 
excludes an amount of Rs. 23,552.40 contributed by the 
Bar Council of India Trust towards the additional salary 
paid tot the staff of the Council for work done by them for 
the Trust, 

6. TRAVELLING EXPENSES 

It was observed that in most of the cases where air tickets 
had been purchased in cash, the counter-foils of the used 
tickets, had not been attached to the travelling expenses bill 
submitted. 

7. SUSPENSE ACCOUNT 

The trial balance prepared by the Council shows an 
excess credit of Rs. 10/ - which has been taken to the 
suspense account. The causes of the difference may be 
located and the difference reconciled at the earliest. 

To prevent the recurrence of such differences, wc suggest 
that the Council should adopt a policy of preparing monthly 
trial balances. This would lead to the early disclosure of 
errors causing differences in the trial balance. 

8. INTEREST ON THE DEPOSITS WITH BANKS 

We have obsetved that most of the banks are allowing 
interest to the Council at half-yearly intervals. We feel 
that it would be advantageous to the Council if all the banks 
were requested to pay interest on time deposits at quarterly 
intervals. This would enable the Council to cam more 
interest by way of reinvestment of the amounts so received. 

9. In the end, we would like to place on record our 
sincere appreciation of the cooperation extended to us by the 
officers and staff of the Council.
